We iheGrand Jury ol Mad ison Count v. 
at this February term of 1911, after 
t lorouchly invest igating the present con- 
ditions of the county, from every stand 
point within our reach, beg to file the 
following as our report. 

TlKM'IKES. 

Wc have inveitigated at length the 
conditionsof the turnpikes in the comi- 
ty, and find with one or two exceptions 
they are reported to be in as bad condi- 
tion as turnpikes could well be, and 
while we feel that some definite action 
should be taken against the offending 
parties, yet with the present business 
like organizations of our road Commis- 
sioner and the excellent work accomp- 
lished during the past year, we feel thut ! 
oar county is in better condition | 
than it has been, and that the money 
that is being expended now for the better- 
ment of our county roads, is reaching 
the end to be attained in a way to be 
heart ly commended, and we endorse the 
action of our Road Commisoner, and the 
-Fiscal Court, in the purchase of road 
machinery that will belter equip the 
county to care independently for its own 
highways. 

We further recommend that the Fiscal 
Court, of the county acquire by purchase 
or other available means, such stone 
quarries as may be needed along each 
section of the turnpikes for the use of 
the stone crushers. 

It has futher come to our notice that 
on one or two occasions the citizens 
along the turnpikes have come to the 
relief of the county officials with gener- 
ous contribution to assist in reconstruc- 
ion of the roads, but we feel that the 
county funds when judiciously and prop- 
erly distributed are amply adequate to 
build and maintain our roads, and thus 
relieve the citizens of this special burden.

We futher find that our county offlcals 
have been diligent in the discharge of 
their duties and are keeping their res- 
pective offices and records iu splendid 
condition; we find however that our 
county jail is .sadly lacking in many 
points, and we recommend to the proper 
authorities the following changes; first 
that the wood floors used as public cor- 
ridors should for sanitary reasons, be re- 
moved, and replaced by concrete or 
metal floors; second that the painting 
on the inside of the jail and cells is not 
of a kind and color that is best suited to 
the end to be attained, and we recom- 
mend that the cell work of the jail be 
repainted in a color that would at least 
suggest cheerfulness; third we are fully 
persuaded that a generous application of 
soap and water occas onally to the bed- 
ding, and prisoners, environment would 
greatly improve the sanitary conditions 
and we so recommend.

I here has seldom been 
such a campaign waged in so short a 
length of time and a precedent was set 
out in this campaign that will make the 
people of Kentucky stand up and take 
notice. 

It was the appearance here on last 
Wednesday of Dr. Jacob T. Meeker, of 
St. Louis, pastor of a Congregational 
church, who spoke in the interest of the 
"Wets." but argued the point under the 
subject of "How to Regulate the Liquor 
Tr.ithe." He was followed by Repre 
sentative Meyers, of Covington; and 
these speeches undoubtedly made the 
"Dry" vole alt the more stronger. 

There was not the slightest show of 
drinking or drunkenness, which is so 
prevalent on days of this kind, and not 
a single arrest was made for lawlcs noss 
of. any character. 

To the credit of the "Wet" leaders, it 
can be said that their fight agaiusl the 
oilier side was as friendly as could 
be, and not a fiery word or caustic 
remark was heard. It was the cleanest 
election ever held in the state from any 
standpoint. 

A jollification meeting was held in 
the court house Friday evening and the 
house was crowded with enthusiastic 
people. N. B. Deatherage presided, and 
introduced several well known local 
speakers. It was a love feast and the 
celebration of a great victory.

Tobacco beds will be as thick as hops, 
so to speak, in the hurley district from 
now on, as the final move in the cut out 
idea was made in Lexington last Wed- 
nesday and those who have labored to 
bring about a cut out of the 191 1 crop 
turew up the sponge and let the bars 
dowr. to all growers to raise as much as 
they please. According to the dis- 
patches: This expected climax came at 
a meeting of the Executive Board of 
Burley Tobacco I'nion, called by Vice 
President James F. Middleton of Shelby 
ville, which after a lengthy session issu- 
ed a statement declaring the cut out a 
failure, but re-affirming the action of 
the general convention held in Lexing- 
ton Febu&ry Oth and deciding to contin- 
ue the organization in hope of luturo 
benefit to the growers. Tbe failure of the 
cut out campaign is attributed to the re 
fusal of the Hurley Tobacco Society, to 
co-operate with the Union, rendering 
the pledge* wbitch had been signed to 
eliminate the crop null and void. It is 
further staled that the advocates of the 
cut out movement were mislead by otH 
cials of the Burley Tobacco Society into 
the belief that the older organization 
favored the cut out and would assist it. 
Any proposition for further action to 
ward a combination of tbe growers 
must come from tbe Burley Tobacco 
Society, was the sense of the Board.

Herrington Talks 

New President of Ball Club 
Gives Out Interesting In- 
terview to Climax 



President Herrington of the Xew Ball 
Club, in conversation with a representa- 
tive of the Climax, yesterday, gave oul 
the following interview as to the condi 
tionf as they exist al present: 

"At a recent meeting of the friends of 
the base ball team, I agreed to act as 
Preudent of the club (without compen- 
sation), provided the organization could 
finance its debts and furnish me with 
$!.0i)0 with which lo put ii team on the 
field. Since that meeting $1,000 has 
been raised and is now in I he hands of 
the committee. It has developed, how- 
ever, that the association, or those who 
can finance its deots. nfusl have $500.00 
rent for the park in advance and in 
cash. Moreover, there is due the "Blue 
Gra*« League" $325.00, which must be 
paid in order to hold the franchise The 
club has exhausted its cedit and has 
no property, therefore cash payments 
are demanded. 

The friends of base ball will readily 
see if the above $825 comes out of the 
$1,000 subscribed. I will have no money 
with which to "put a team in the field. " 
I understood that $1,000 would be turned 
over to me for lhal purpose; and the 
pressing expenses that will have to be 
paid before the gate receipts begin to 
come in will require that amouul of 
money. Therefore, unless more money- 
can be secured, and at once, I cannot 
serV'j the Club as President. 

The base ball park has been built and 
dedicated to bise ball.and the prospects 
for a good team this year, and for finan- 
cial success with it, are very promising. 
1 recommend that the new club, instead 
of renting the park at $500.00, purchase 
i In- park of the old club by paying it 
$700 00 in cash and giving to it ten 
$250 00 first mortgage tl per cent, bonds 
on a I its property. Wilh the $700.00 in 
cash and the ten first OMrtfag* bonds, 
the old club ought to be able to arrange 
its debts. The real estate is certainly 
worth $2,500.00, and the bond- 
holdirs would be secure, and by di- 
viding the amount into ton parts, no one 
could lose very much in any event. The 
ten bonds can be sold with little trou- 
ble. 

This plan, of course, will require more 
diligence on the part oi the new club in 
raising money, but if the mouey is 
raised there will be something to show 
for it and the park will be saved for ihe 
purpose to which it has been dedicated. 

Unless some such plan can be worked 
oul and cash money raised. I cannot ac- 
complish anything and must decline lo 
serve."
